It is to her memory th a t 
the stone pays tribute. 
The granite, a beautifully chiseled 
block, now on display in Philadelphia, 
w ill form the cornerstone of the new 
“ Hall of the S tew arts” to be erected 
as an additional building to the F lora 
MacDonald College.

well as the more hum ble folk of her 
ow’n birthplace, she received an educa­ 
tion of unusual scope, attending one 
of the best schools in Scotland.

interested in the rum ors that Prince 
Charles was about to invade England 
and fight fo r the throne of his f a th ­ 
ers.

,prince, fa r from victorious, was dis­

fugitive, hunted

F lora MacDonald stepped to the for 
T hrough a ruse she succeeded in ob­

HIS morning a« I looked through 
my mall I came aero»» all aorta of 
materials 
which 
my 
correspondent* 
had used. 
There were social latter« | 
on business stationery, and business 
letters on stationery Intended for the 
most conventional social correspond­ 
ence, and letters written on the most 
bizarre combinations. One hoy, a hlfb- 
•chool graduate, bad written me on a 
leaf torn from a high-ochool notebook, I 
and he had enclosed the letter in a 
pale blue envelope which he had prob­ 
ably begged or 
borrowed 
from 
hla 
slater. 
The two did not match at all, 
and gave an Impression of caroisss- 
ness and lack of good taste and oxpe- 
rlenoe. 
The materials which any one uses 
In writing letters should be as good 
as the writer can afford and should 
be In keeping wdth the purpose« In 
mind. 
Cheap stationery auggests the 
cheap man. Many people do not have 
regular business stationery, though re­ 
cently there has been advertised quite 
widely by various firm« a sort of sta­ 
tionery with the name and addresa j 
printed or embossed at the top of the 
sheets, which might very properly ba 
used by young people and men and 
women whose business affairs are not I 
so extensive as to make it reasonable : 
for them to use a regularly printed 
or engraved letter head. 
The business or professional man 
will have paper and envelopes print­ 
ed or engraved for bis regular corre­ 
spondence. 
A crowded letter head is 
never effective. Besides looking cheap 
and common It confuses the reader 
rather than attracts bis attention or 
helps him. A brief dear statement of 
bis name and business or the name of 
his firm with a definite unmistakable 
street address is about all that Is nec­ 
essary In addition to the date line and 
the telephone number. 
I waste time every day udien 1 am 
dictating In an attempt to discover from 
the letter head Just what the address is 
of the man to whom I am writing. 
This waste of time Is especially ap­ 
parent when the firm concerned has 
offices In various cltlea. 
Paper for business correspondence 
Is usually eleven by eight and one- 
half inches, or, for ahort letters, It 
may be half this sire or slightly more 
than half. 
On the smaller sheets'the 
letter head may be printed either the 
short or the long way of the paper.

As recently as the beginning of the 
Nineteenth century the populace of 
Heia, near Dantzig, twice plunged in­ 
to the sea an old woman reputed to 
he a sorceress, who, on persistently 
rising to the surface, was pronounced 
guilty and beaten to death. 
Qrotlus mentions many instances of 
water ordeal in Bithynla, Sardinia, ami 
other countries, ami it was in use In 
Iceland from a very early period. 
In the primitive jurisprudence of 
Russia, ordeal by boiling water was 
enjoined in cases <»f minor Importance, 
In the Eleventh century we find burn 
lug iron ordered “w here the matter 
at stake amounted to more than half 
a grivna of gold." 
A curious survival of ordeal super 
stltlon prevailed till quite recently 
in southern Russia. 
When a theft 
was committed In a household the 
servants were summoned together and 
a sorceress was sent for. 
Should no 
confession be made by the guilty party, 
the sorceress rolled up hs many little 
balls of 
bread us there were suspected 
persons 
present. She then took one 
of these halls and, addressing the 
nearest 
servant, used 
this formula: 
“If you have committed the theft the 
ball will sink to the botto m of the 
vase, but If you tire Innocent it will 
float on the water.” 
The accuracy of this trial, however, 
was seldom tested. The guilty person 
usually confessed before bis turn ar­ 
rived for the ordeal.

Tubers 
Reproduce 
Plant 
From Which They Come. 


The old question about the size of 
potato seed comes up this year. Some 
people think that a *mall potato will 
be sure to give a bill ot small tubers; 
that I*, that it will reproduce itself. 
That is not always true, says the Rurul 
New Yorker. The potato seed, whether 
large or small. Is likely to reproduce 
the plant from which It Is taken. Seed 
tuken from a large, well-developed bill 
will be likely to reproduce the yield, 
whether the seed 1- small or large. 
A 
hill of potatoes giving only two or 
three large sized tubers would not be 
selected for seed under what la known 
as bill selection, because the tubers 
would reproduce the plunt from which 
they cotuc and give only u small yield. 
A small tuber taken from a hill giving 
a heavy yield would be likely to dupli­ 
cate that yield, and it is not likely that 
a large tuber taken from the same hill 
would do any better. 
The plan fol­ 
lowed in hill selection is to study In­ 
dividual hills and select the tubers 
from those hills, or those plants which 
give finest yield, o f cuurse, where the 
crop Is dug and all thrown together, It 
Is impossible to know the parentage of 
unj particular seed, so that It Is usu­ 
ally better w hen taking seed from the 
bin just as it conies, to select the large 
tuber*, or those of medium size, for 
planting, but when the percentage of 
the seed is known and the best hills are 
selected it is quite llkdv that the little 
potatoes will serve for seed Just as 
well hn the large one«.

The bureau of mines says that from 
20 to 90 j»er cent of the total cost of 
producing petroleum may be chrfrged 
to lifting the oil. Although the lifting 
cost ranges from less than three cents 
a barrel at flowing wells, producing 
several hundred barrels a day, to $8 
a barrel, at wells producing less than 
a fifth of a barrel a day, the lifting 
cost per well may range from more 
than $1,000 at large flowing wells of 
the type recently discovered in Okla­ 
homa. Texas, Arkansas and California, 
to less than $10 at many of the old 
wells pumped only a few hours a week, 
as in most of the oil fieldR of New

and Pennsylvania, where the 
average dally production per well per 
day is less than one-fourth of a barrel.

ed of. 
Office administration— methods us­ 
ed by the various departm ents engag­ 
ed in enforcing the criminal laws. 
Relation of the medical profession 
to administration of criminal law -- 
mental 
conditions 
of 
the criminal 
mind. 
Pardons and paroles—those g ra n t­ 
ed by State and local officials. 
A list 
will be made covering a stated period 
of all pardons and paroles granted, 
tracing to determine what has become 
of the recipients and to learn wheth­ 
er they have been restored to useful 
citizenship. 
Sheriffs and Coroners—to 
deter­ 
mine whether, as some claim, Sher­ 
iffs need not seek to apprehend crim ­ 
inals, except through service of w ar­ 
rants, not to prevent crime.

King George V of England has re­ 
cently presented, through the Stewart 
Society 
of 
Edinburgh, a 
tablet of 
granite to the Flora MacDonald Col* J 
lege for Girls at Red Springs, N. C.J 
as a memorial to Flora 
MacDonald 
the Scotish heroine 
and 
a tangible 
evidence 
of 
another 
link 
between 
Great Britain and America. 
Flora MacDonald was the savior of 
Charles Edward of Scotland at the 
time of that “ Bonny Prince’s’’ most 
dire need. 
It is to her memory that 
the stone pays tribute. 
The granite, a beautifully chiseled 
block, now on display in Philadelphia, 
will form the cornerstone of the new 
“Hall of the Stewarts’* to be erected 
as an additional building to the Flora 
MacDonald College. 
Mined in the royal quarries at Bal­ 
moral Castle, the stone, about 
three 
feet square, bears the royal coat 
of 
arm s side by side with that of 
the 
Stewart Society. 
Beneath the cont- 
of-arma is this inscription: 
“This tablet of granite from Bal­ 
moral was 
gifted 
by 
His Majesty 
King George V to the Stewart Socie­ 
ty for presentation to the Flora Mac­ 
Donald College, in memory of a Scot­ 
tish heroine, as another link between 
Britain and America, 1745-1925". 
The story of Flora 
MacDonald is 
one that brings a thrill of pride to the 
heart of every true Scotsman. 
For 
though many a doughty Highlander 
lost his life on the bloody field of Cul- 
ledon, fighting for the cause of Scot­ 
land, it remained 
for a 24-year old 
girl 
to 
rescue 
from 
disgrace and 
death the prince whom their efforts 
were powerless to save. 
Flora MacDonald, christened by her 
father 
Fionnghal -the 
Fair 
One - 
was a maiden gifted and learned far 
beyond the customs of her times, says 
the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 
A 
favorite of noble ladies and lords, as 
well as the more humble folk of her 
own birthplace, she received an educa­ 
tion of unusual scope, attending one 
of the best schools in Scotland. 
It 
was shortly after her return 
from 
school that the girl, from childhood 
an ardent patriot, became supremely 
interested in the rumors that Prince 
Charles was about to invade England 
and fight for the throne of his fath­ 
ers. 
Everyone is familiar with 
tht 
story of how, without money, men oi 
ammunition, “ Bonnie 
Prince Cluirlit 
came over the water” and sent out : 
call to the elans. 
As one man they 
responded; but when, April 10, 1740 
the clouds lifted from above the hat 
tie 
field 
of 
Culleden, 
the gallant 
.prince, far from victorious, was dis 
closed a 
desperate 
fugitive, hunted 
from cavern to cavern and faced 
at 
every turn with ignominious death. 
It was at this critical juncture that 
Flora MacDonald stepped to the for 
Through a ruse she succeeded in ob 
taining passports for herself and two 
servants, a boat and crew of six men 
Then, disguising his royal highness as 
an Irish spinning maid, she embarked 
with her dangerous charge and 
tht 
other members of her party on the 
voyage that would result either 
safety or imprisonment and possibh 
death. In a violent storm that threat 
ened momentarily to swamp the boat 
through 
a gauntlet 
of government 
vessels scouring the channel for thi 
royal fugitive, they made their ditfi 
cult way, landing at hist, only to run 
into a large party of hostile militia. 
And when the prince, standing up to 
cheer on his men, eyposed himself to 
the flying bullets of the pursuers, it 
was Flora who saved him by standing 
by his side and refusing to protect 
herself until he dpi the same. 
The thrilling journey was brought 
to a successful conclusion at 
last, 
however, and the escape of the prince 
assured. 
But 
Flora, disdaining con­ 
cealment of her part in the rescue, 
was made a state prisoner and taken 
to IiOndon. 
There she received 
the 
plaudits and congratulations of the 
highest, including 
Frederick, prince 
of Wales, and finally was given her 
liberty and permitted to return to the 
highlands. 
In 1774 Flora, then married and the 
mother of five children, sailed with 
her husband, Allan MacDonald, and 
her family to North Carolina, where 
she remained five years. 
It was 
at 
this period, at the outbreak of 
the 
American Revolution, that she again 
came into prominence, when, carry­ 
ing the “fiery cross” to the country­ 
men settled thickly 
in that region, 
she summoned them 
to battle 
for 
their king. 
Again, 
on 
her voyage 
home 
from 
America 
to Scotland, 
when the British vessel on which she 
sailed 
engaged 
in 
battle with 
a 
French warship, the fighting spirit of 
the MacDonalds was displayed. 
For, 
seeing her countrymen falter, Wora 
sprang forward and incited them to 
renewed and victorious effort, herself 
suffering a broken arm for her dor 
ing. 
It was to honor the woman, wife, 
mother 
and 
patriot, that the Flora 
MacDonald College for Girls was es­ 
tablished in North Carolina. 
In the

WEALTH OF I II1S REGION 


Where is the richest section of the 
United States? 
Tho answer to that 
question depneds upon its interpreta­ 
tion. 
If total wealth is meant, it is 
one region, it‘ per capita wealth 
is 
meant, it is in another. 
An analysis 
of census returns just at hand sup­ 
plies some interesting information on 
the present distribution of wealth 
in 
America, and also upon 
its growth, 
from which answers to this question 
in both particulars can be given. 
As is well known, the Census De­ 
partment 
divides 
the 
country into 
nine sections for the purposes of re­ 
gional comparison. 
The Middle 
A t­ 
lantic division is composed of 
the 
states of New York, New’ Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, and most anyone would 
say that this is the wealthiest section 
of the country. 
And measured by to­ 
tal wealth this i* htc ease. 
In 1922 
the total wealth 
of 
the nation was 


320 billions and nearly one-fourth of 
this was in these three states. 
But 
for riches measured per capita it 
is 
necessary to go to the Pacific Const 
for leadership, the states of Washing­ 
ton, Oregon and California standing 
first in that particular. 
Many, we think, will be surprised 
to learn that the West North Central 
group, which includes Missouri, Iowa, 
Minnesoota, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Kansas, stands third in 
total wealth and second in per capita 
wealth, among all the groups of the 
census classification. 
The wealth 
of 
these states is placed at 40 billions, 
one-seventh of 
the 
country’s total, 
more than one-fifth of this, about 10 
billions, being in Missouri. 
In 1850 
this section 
stood 
seventh in total 
wealth and ninth and last in per cap­ 
ita wealth. 
By 1880, however, it had 
jumped to third place in total wealth, 
where it has stood ever since, exceed­ 
ed only by the 
East 
North Central 
group (Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi­ 
gan and Wisconsin) and by the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic group. 
But the growth 
of per capita wealth in this region is 
most interesting. 
In 1850. as stated, 


it was at the bottom in this particu­ 
lar, the per capita wealth being $183. 
In 1880 it stood sixth, with per capi­ 
ta wealth of $807; in 1000 it was fifth, 
with per capita wealth of $1332; in 
1904 it was fourth, with per capita 
wealth of $1546; in 1912 it was sec- 
on, with per capita wealth of $2567, 
and in 1922 it was still second, with 
per capita wealth of $3588, exceeded 
only by the Pacific group with per 
capita wealth of $3934. 
The wealth per person in this 
re­ 
gion has increased more than twenty 
times 
since 
1850, 
more than four 
times since 1880 and more than dou­ 
bled since 1904. 
No 
other 
region 
can show that 
steadily 
progressive 
increase in equal 
ratio. 
The 
East 
Nort 
Central 
group, for 
example, 
stood seventh in 1850, was sixth 
in 
1904, and is still sixth, the per capita 
wealth in 1922 being $3063. 
Yet this 
region of ours is largely agricultur­ 
al, its 
only 
large 
cities being 
St. 
Louis, Kansas City, St. Paul, Minne­ 
apolis and Omaha, whose combined 
population is hut two-thirds that of 
the single City of Chicago. 
Its rur­ 
al population is about 70 per cent of 


the whole, compared with a rural pop 
ulation of about 50 per cent in 
the 
East North Central group and in the 
country at laige. 
But there is nothing in 
these fig­ 
ures 
more 
impressive 
than 
the 
growth of national wealth. 
In 1850 
it was but 7 billions, in 1880 it w a s 
43 billions, in 1900 it was 88 billions, 
in 1912 it was 186 billions and in 1922 
it xvas 320 billions. Thus in the space 
of a single lifetime it has increased 
more than forty-five fimes while the 
total population has increased, in the 
same period, less than five times.

There wore social Isttert ( 
on bualn*M stationery, and business 
letters on stationary intended for the 
moat conventional social corrsspaad- 
enre, and letters written on the moat 
bicarre combination*. One hoy, n high- 
school graduate, had written me on a 
leaf torn from a high school notebook, i 
and he had enclosed the letter In n 
pole blue envelope which he bad prob­ 
ably begged or 
borrowed 
from 
his 
•later. 
The two did not match at nil, 
and gave an impression of caralsss- 
neaa and lack of good taste and ex po­ 
rt enoe 
The material* which any one anon 
in writing letters should be aa good 
a* the writer can afford and should 
be Ui keeping with the purposes in 
mind. 
Cheap stationery suggest a the 
cheap man. Many people do not have 
regular business stationery, though re­ 
cently there has been advertised quite 
widely by various firms a sort of sta­ 
tionery with the name and address 
printed or embossed at the top of the 
sheets, which might very properly ba 
used by young people and men snd 
women whose business affairs are not 
so extensive as to mske it reasonable 
for them to uae a regularly printed 
or engraved letter head. 
The business or professional man 
will have paper and envelope* print­ 
ed or engraved for his regular corre­ 
spondence. 
A crowded letter head is 
never effective. Besides looking cheap 
and common It confuses the reader 
rather than attracts hla attention or 
helps htrn. 
A brief d ear statement of 
his name and business or the name of 
his firm with a definite unmistakable 
street address Is shout all that is nec­ 
essary in addition to the date line and 
the telephone number. 
I waste time every day when I am 
dictating in an attempt to discover fron. 
the letter head Just what the address is 
of the man to whom I am writing. 
This waste of tlma is especially ap­ 
parent when the firm concerned baa 
offices in various cities. 
Paper for business correspondence 
is usually eleven by eight and one- 
half Inches, or, for short letters, It 
may he half this sise or slightly more 
th in half. 
On the smaller sheet* *tbs 
letter head may be printed either the 
short or the long way of the paper. 
A sheet eight and one-half by eleven 
inches should he folded three times, 
first from the bottom of the sheet up 
as the sheet lies fiat, leaving the un­ 
der edge a trifle longer than the upper 
so that 
the letter 
may 
be 
easily 
opened. 
The second fold should be 
from the left to the right turning over 
slightly less than 
one-third 
of the 
folded sheet. 
The third fold will be 
from 
the right 
to the left. 
The 
smaller sheet 
mentioned should be 
folded twice, from 
the left 
to the 
right, 
and 
from 
the right 
to the 
left. 
The paper used is usually white, 
though some firms or individuals use 
more striking colors as blue or yellow 
or brown, and do so with good effect. 
H aving'adopted a satisfactory color 
it is well to keep to it permanently. 
Envelopes should be of the same 
quality of paper as the letter sheets 
used, and should be of a slse readily 
to admit the folded sheets. 
Nothing 
gives a worse appearance than a let­ 
ter put into an envelope of a different 
color or material. 
Stationery for friendly correspond­ 
ence varies in slse. 
Women usually 
use small folded sheets or correspond­ 
ence cards about three and one-half 
by five and one-half Inches. 
A good 
alze is seven and a quarter by ten and 
one-half Inches used either as a single 
or as a folded sheet. 
As a single 
sheet it Is folded twice to go into the 
envelope—from the bottom up, and 
from the top down—and the size of 
the envelope in this case la four by 
seven 
and 
one-half 
Inches. 
When 
folded Into a double sbeet it Is five 
and a quarter by seven and a quarter 
inches, in which case the envelope is 
three and three-fourths by five and 
three-fourths inches. 
Gilt or colored 
edges or showy colors of any sort are 
in extremely had taste in social cor­ 
respondence, though light shades of 
gray or tan or blue are permissible. 
A woman will be wise if she keeps 
permanently to the same style of cor­ 
respondence paper. 
Such a procedure 
shows definiteness of taste, stability 
and dependability of character. 
If she so desires a woman may have 
her monogram or her street address 
with the name of her house, if It have 
a name, embossed or engraved upon 
her correspondence cards or 
paper 
It is not good tuste to have her name 
engraved excepting in business corre­ 
spondence. 
The writing of social letters on 
business stationery is not good taste, 
and 
excepting 
between 
Intimate 
friends, who would not misinterpret 
the 
lapse 
from 
conventional 
form, 
might better be avoided. 
Social let­ 
ters should also he written long hand, 
though with the prevalence and dom 
(nation of the typewriter in matters 
of correspondence this is perhaps ask­ 
ing too much. 
However, everyone is 
pretty likely to admit that a letter 
written by tiand seems more courteous 
and gives one more pleasure, than a 
type-writ ten sheet, even If the type­ 
written sheet is more easily deciphered 
than the one written In the unde­ 
cipherable script o tiie present day.

Cutworms in great nuumbers wen 
found near Blodgett Wednesday in i 
field which had been layed off for wa 
termelons without previously ploy­ 
ing.

which produce cutworms layed

eggs hist summer and fall. 
Several 
fields of melons in the County 
hi t 
year on similar land were killed by 
the worms and it is important 
that 
steps be taken at 
once 
to scat ta r 
poison bait on similnr fields being 
planted to melon* this yenr. 
County 
Agent 
Renner, who 
wa 
called to examine the forty-acre field 
found in a very few minutes thirty- 
four worms which were already feed­ 
ing at the surface of the ground. Mb t 
of these worms might have been kill 
ed by late fall or early winter plow 
ing which would have exposed them 
to birds and freezing weather. 
Sim • 
the field was not plowed, however, 
the only remedy available now is that 
of thinly scattering or broadcasting 
poison bran mash. 
This poison bait 
should 
be 
scattered 
late in 
the 
evening 
as 
the 
cutworms do theii 
feeding at night. 
The poison hi m 
mash should be made as follows: 
Bran, 20 lbs.; Paris Green, 1 lb.; 
cheap syrup, 
2 quarts; 
water, 5‘„. 
gallons; lemons or oranges, 3. 
Combine the* bran and Paris G reen 
in the dry form. 
Dissolve the syrup 
in water and add to the dry mixture 
of bran and poison and mix thorough­ 
ly. 
Then add 
the 
juice 
and finely 
chopped pulp and rhines of the fruit 
to the mixture.
